Roosevelt was the guest of honor at 
the 121st annual dinner uf the Friend­ 
ly tjons of rit. Patrick. 
He was ac­ 
corded a tlattering ovation by the so­ 
ciety and its guests and responded in 
a notable address. 
T he 
banquet 
was 
given 
in 
the 
golden dining hall at Delmonico’s and 
its annex and both rooms were tilled 
to their capacity . 
Both the m ain ban ­ 
quet hall and the annex were beauti­ 
fully decorated with festoons of the 
stars and stripes, into which was ef­ 
fectively woven the green and gold 
flag of Erin. 
T he banquet tables 
w ere 
banked 
with Americaii beauty and bride roses 
and carnations. 
They w ere set off 
most effectively by garlands of green 
and gold electric lights. 
To tke right and left of the guests’ 
table were tine m edalliers of W ashing­ 
ton 
and 
Roosevelt, 
illum inated 
by 
electric effects. T he contrast of W ash­ 
ington and Roosevelt was significant. 
The Friendly Sons of St. P atrick en ­ 
tertained W ashington in 17S2 as the 
general in chief of the colonial armies. 
Roosevelt is the first president, as 
such, the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick 
have entertained, although both Ar­ 
thur and Cleveland, as ex presidents, 
w ere guests of the society . 
T he presi 
dent in his speech said: 
The F irst Irish Immigrant, 
liong 
aofore the outbreak of the 
revolution there had begun on the soil 
of tile colonies which afterw ards be 
cam e the United States that m ixture 
of races which has been one 
o t the 
must Im portant features in our his­ 
tory as a people. 
At the tim e when 
im m igrants from Ireland began first 
to come u> this couutry the race ele­ 
m ents in our population were still im 
perfectly fused, and for som e time the 
new Irish strain was ciearly distin 
guishable from the others. 
There was a peculiarity about these 
im m igrants who came from Ireland 
during the eighteenth century which 
has never been parallelled in the case 
of au\ other imm igrants. 
In all other 
cases, since the very lirst settlem ents 
the pushing w estward of the frontier 
has been due principally to the men 
of uative birth. 
But the im m igrants 
from Ireland in the seventeenth cen 
tury pushed boldly through the settled 
d istricts and -planted them selves as 
the advance guard of the conquering 
civilization 011 the borders of the in 
dian haunted 
wilderness.

resignation, of which W. S Boynton 
of ('olorado Springs had been oust«» 
dlan since Wednesday, when it ««;is 
written, ««as fil«-d in the office «if sec 
retary of state at 4:20 p m. 
James 
Gowie, secretary of state, immediately 
certified Gov«'rnor l’eaiiody's resign a 
tion, and Lieutenant Govi-rnor 
Mc­ 
Donald was then sworn in as gov 
ernor by Chief J net ice Gilbert. 
There 
was no further ceremony. 
Governor 
Adams was ousted and Governor l’ea 
body iuHtalled l>y the general assem­ 
bly 
and 
Gov*-rn*>r 
McDonald 
was 
sworn in. 
Titus in a space of less 
than 21 hours Colorado has had three 
governors. 
Peabody transacted practically no 
business of state while iu the office. 
He received many callers who urged 
him not to resign and also many mes­ 
sages of t he same I in |w irt by telegraph 
and telephone. 
To all these he re 
plied that he did not care to hold the 
chair. 
He said that he was tir«*d of 
the worry and excitement of his con­ 
test and wished to go hack to his hank 
in Canyon City. 
"I aui going back to my home and 
my business in Pueblo,” said Alva 
Adams, who was deposed by the gen­ 
eral assembly from the governorship 
after having served 66 days <tf th«* bi­ 
ennial term for which he was Inaugu­ 
rate«! on Jan. 10 last.
